The latter, he said, is the firth 
p ra te resolution offered by the re­ 
publican leadership. 
“In reaching this important con­ 
clusion,” lit* said of the peace m eas­ 
ure: 
“The supporters of the novel 
plan have staggered from side to 
side over a zig-zag course for six 
months.

Senator Reed takes issue with 
Mr. Curlee, and denies the truthful­

363.649 births in the territory in­

to 1917, while the deaths, 1,014,620, 
show a slight increase. 
Of every 
IOO infants born during 1918, the 
figures show, IO died before reach­ 
ing the age of I year, a fractional 
decrease over 1917. 
The mortality 
rate among male infants was 23 
per cent greater than that for fe­ 
male infants. 
The birth of 15,342 pairs of twins 
and 147 sets of triplets were report­ 
ed. The order in which the births 
were recorded ran all theV ay from 
345.027 cases of first horns to 58 
cases where the birth reported was 
the twentieth or more child.
